GOVERNMENT'S UNOPPOSED MOTION FOR EXCLUSION

Columbia, hereby respectfully moves this Court to exclude 10 days from the calculation of time 

before which this matter must be brought to trial under the Speedy Trial Act, pursuant to 18 U.S. C. 

§3 161(h)(8)(A). As grounds for this motion, the Government states as follows: 

1 . As noted on the record by counsel for the defendant, Brian K. McDaniel, Esq., at the 
status hearing held before this Court on July 9, 2007, the parties expect a disposition in this matter 
on July 19,2007. 

2. Based on the foregoing, the Government submits that the tolling of the Speedy Trial 
Act serves the ends of justice and outweighs the best interests of the public and the defendant in a 
speedy trial. 

3. Undersigned counsel has contacted Mr. McDaniel, and he does not oppose the 
Government's instant motion. 
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WHEREFORE, for the foregoing reasons, the United States respectfully requests that this 

Court enter an Order excluding from computation under the Speedy Trial Act a period of 10 days 

from July 9, 2007, through July 19, 2007.
